problem which for a time threat- 
ened to throw the House into 
turmoil. 


Maxwell 
entered 
the picture 


when the House was debating an 
amendment by Rep. P. E. Ward 
(R) Geauga-co. which would have 
made it necessary for all political 
districts, except cities of 150,000 
or more population, to first vote 
for it at a special election before 
they could have sales by the glass. 


Representatives 
from 
rural 


communities and those from the 
smaller cities were 
objecMntr to 


the amendment, on 
the 
grounds 


that their constituencies could not 
financially afford to hold 
these 


loca1 elections. 


"I suggest that we work out a 


system that would be fair to all," 
said Maxwell, "by 
making 
our 


limitations conform to 
the 
way 


the people voted on prohibition at 
the last election." 


The Defiance representative did 


not offer an amendment to that 
effect, but a moment later one 


carrying out his suggestion was 
tossed into the hopper by Rep. W. 
T. Roberts (D) Belmont-co. 


Carried by 
an 
overwhelming 


majority, the Roberts amendment 
permitted
